Use NoiseAssist to reduce background noise such as traffic, generators, 
HVAC noise, and more while preserving dialog clarity. 

NoiseAssist is only available at sample rates 48.048 kHz and less and at 
24 or 32-bit float bit depth. 


NOISEASSIST MENU 

Access the NoiseAssist menu by navigating to Menu > System > Noi- 
seAssist. NoiseAssist can only be accessed if the NoiseAssist plugin 

is installed and Advanced Mode or Custom Mode with Channel set to 
Advanced, is selected. In Custom Mode with Record set to Advanced, Nois- 
eAssist is only available on the L or R mix track. 


Select which channel or mix track to apply NoiseAssist to. NoiseAssist can 
only be applied to a single channel or mix track. 


Activate NoiseAssist by selecting NoiseAssist On.

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ADJUSTING A MIX TRACK’S (L OR R) NOISEASSIST 

Go to page three of the Record menu and adjust the Left or Right N.Asst 
value. NoiseAssist values range from O dB to -20 dB with O dB represent- 
ing no noise attenuation and -20 dB being the maximum amount of noise 
attenuation. 
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A channel or mix track enabled for NoiseAssist will show a diamond in its 
home screen meter. The diamond moves based on the amount of Noise- 
Assist averaged across all the frequency bands that have signal in them. 
The lower the diamond on the meter scale, the more the background 
noise is being attenuated. The diamond moves towards the 

top of the scale as the audio signal changes (for example, when a 

mic picks up dialog) - this indicates that the NoiseAssist algorithm is learn- 
ing and adapting to the signal in real-time.
